There ia no doubt that the 
political crisis resulting from the res- 
ignation of the Dupny Ministry find 
the subsequent resignation oj Presi 
dent Casimir-Perier is the most serious 
in the history of France. However, 
the crisis lias not had any great effect 
upon the Bourse. Rentes opened this 
morning only 75 centimes lower, unc 
advices received here from Vienna say 
the opening of the Bourse there was 
firm. The Ministers met at 10 A. M. U 
discuss the situation, and tho Socialist 
group of Deputies will meet at 1 p. 
to arrange a programme. Rumors are 
circulating that u dissolution of Par 
liHiueul is expected. 


The opinion as expressed thia morn 


ing at the clubs and on the boulevards 
is unanimous with the press iu strongly 
condemning M. Casimir-Perier for hav 
ing resigned in the miJst of a Parlia 
mentary crisis. 


The Ministers met again at noon to- 


day and it ia understood the whole 
political situation waa thoroughly die- 
cuhsed. The meeting took place at the 
Ministry of the Interior, which was 
surrounded by crowds eagerly discuss- 
ing the crisis in the affairs of France 
In some quarters it is stated that the 
resignation of the President is not con- 
sidered official until it is announced to 
the Chamber of Deputies. It ia ex- 
pected that tho official announcement 
will be made to that body at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. One significant feature 
of the resignation of the President is 
the fact that bis action is condemned 
even by his most intimate entourage. 


At 11 o'clock this morning M. Cnsi- 


rnir-Perier received Premier Dupny 
and the rest of the Cabinet Ministers 
After a short conference they with- 
drew and the officer of the President's 
military household conveyed to M 
Dupuy M. Casimir-Perier's letter re- 
Binning tbe Presidency.

One of the chief arguments nsed by 


the opponents of Government owner- 
ship and control of railroads, is their 
great cost. The railroads of the United 
States are capitalized for a trifle more 
than eleven billion dollars, but their 
nmket on real value does not exceed 
live billion dollars, which ia leas 
than thirty thousand dollars per mile. 
It is not the intentien of the advocates 
of Government ownership of railroads 
to purchase all the railroads at one 
time, for that would be almost a finan- 
cial impoaibility.but it is perfectly teas- 
able for the Government to purchase 
and opemts enough of the Trunl- lines 
to give the people immediate relief from 
the extortions of the combinations 
which have pooled their iasue and. are 
now making the people pay all the 
traffic will bear. 
For an illustration 


we will suppose that the Government 
should purchase 40,000 miles of the 
railroads at an average cost of $30,000 
per mile. This would make a total 
cost of $1,200,000,000, a aum which the 
GovefBment under any kind of a 
humane flicafloial policy 
woujd be 


abundantly able to pay. 
Fifty thou- 


sand miles of track would give the peo- 
ple at least three Transcontinental roads 
extending from tbe Atlantic to the 
Pacinc.and twenty Trunk lines running 
from the northern to the southern 
boundary of tbe United States, or a 
railroad line for every 150 miles of lon- 
gitude. J3eaidetbe three roads extend- 
ing from the Atlantic to tho Pacific, 
railroading on these lines pou}d not be 
called sectional and should receive the 
support of th« people in all parts of 
tbe country, 


One of the main expenses of rail- 


roading is the payment of exorbitant 
ratea of interest on fictitious capital. 
Another great item of unnecesaary ex- 
pense is the enormous aalaries paid 
to high official* and the hundreds of 
millions of dollars that are used to 
corrupt our politics, courts and legisla- 
tive bodips. Under Government owner- 
ship and control all of these unneceaary 
and vicious expenses could bo limited 
and a saving of at least fifty pur cent 
wonld be effected for the benefit of the 
patrons of the roads. 


Government ownership and opera- 


tion of railroads is no new, untried ex- 
periment. In a great many countries 
it is an accomplished fact. 
Even the 


little Republic of Mexico is building, 
owning and operating railroads, and 
flnda it a great success. 


Daniel Webster stated fifty years ago; 
"It is an absurdity upon the very face 


of the proposition that Congress shall 
have power to regulate commerce, and 
yet abandon to others the duty of main- 
taining and regulating its essential 
"means and instruments." 


The placing of the arteries of com- 


merce in the bauds of such men as tbe 
Goulda, Yandcrbilts and the Hunting- 
tons has resulted in the most vicious 
and corrupt practices in politics, and to 
a great many observing people it looks 
as if these highwaymen with their Plu- 
tocratic allies had almost complete con- 
trol of Congress and the courts. Com- 
peting railroads under present manage- 
ment brings no relief to the people. 
The only correct solution of the trans- 
portation question is through Govern-

SICKENING SCENES. 


The scenes in the vicinity of the 


warehouses are sickening. Fragments 
of bodies were strewn in every direc- 
tion. Some of the victims were torn 
limb from limb, and their mangled and 
unrecognizable remains were scattered 
far and wide. Forty-three persons ere 
known to Imve lost their lives and at 
least seven more are missing. The 
wounded number about one hundred. 
The buildings in the neighborhood 
were converted into hospitals and all 
the medical aid available engaged in 
relieving the Buffering of the dying 
and wounded, 


EXCITEMEST IN BUTTE. 


In Batte City the excitement was in- 


tense. Windows were broken all over 
the city and the damage to property is 
bnortnous. The citizens at first sup- 
posed that au earthquake had shaken 
the city, but they soon realized then- 
mistake, and every available convey- 
ance was brought into requisition to 
reach the sjene of the disaster. Rela- 
tives of the victims were frantic and 
general consternation prevailed among 
the inhabitants. The sidewalks were 
covered with broken glass and only 
ghastly n-.ina mark the site of the 
warehouses. 


BELIEF FOB TUB DESTITUTE. 


The Lngislature, which is in session 


at Helena, passed resolutions of con- 
dolence, and financial aid will be given 
those whose homes were destroyed by 
the explosions. The warehouses were 
owned by the Anaconda Mining Com- 
pany, which is a very wealthy corpor- 
ation and will not feel the financial 
loss. 


TUB BUILDINGS BUKNED. 


The buildings destroyed by the flre 


and wrecked by the explosion, includes 
the warehouses of the Kenyon-Cornell 
Mercantile Company, the Butte Hard- 
ware Company, the Parcheii Drug 
Company, the Schlitz Brewing Com- 
pany and the Electric Light Works. 
The Great Northern freight depot a»d 
several other buildings are in ruins. 
The loss amounts to many thousand 
dollars, but the greater part of the 
property was insured.
